“This, of course, is entirely out 
of line with state policies and we) 
must insist that the high schools| 
do not inflict any such unneces-| 
sary burden on students, many of 
whom cannot afford joining the| 
student kody organization. If the 
students want to collect their own 
fees for membership or other bene- 
fits aceruing from their associa- 
tions, we will not interfere. But} 
we cannot allow giving of free, 
text books to be contingent on 
membership in a student body or-, 
ganization.” 

High schools of Los Angeles 
eliminated’ the fee collection two 
years .ago, Kersey said. 

Evening school classes for 
adults may still collect fees from 
students, as the one exception to 
the rule. This exception does not 
apply, however, to foreign stu- 
dents compelled by law to attend 
evening high schools.

WASHINGTON, wv. .. 
E. Watson of Indiana, the Adminis- 


tration floor leader in the upper branch of Congress, for a month’s rest in 
Florija would be construed as the final blow to Republican tariff hopes, 


if any remained. 

Senator Watson is not running away 
from a figint. He would prefer to re- 
main on the scene and take a thrash- 
ing from the coalition of Democrats 
and progressive Republicans. Always he 
has done so in the past. He is geting 
a bit too old to change his ways. 

There seems to bé not the slightest 
doubt that the way things have gone 
in the Senate have been a stunning 
blow to the Hoosier Warwick. That his 
health has been undermined by the 


long stretch of intensive work on the 
Tariff Bill and many hours of worry 
over the outcome of the Senate man- 
oeuvres goes without question. He ts 
not giving up the ghost, however, and 
fleeing the field of battle, leaving his 
followers to shift for themselves. Sen- 
ator Watson has had stomach trouble 
for several years. He had no license to 
accept his present job. 

The Watson leadership has not been 
successful. In appraising it, Washing» 
ton gives consideration to the fact that 
it is doubtful that of any other Old 
Guard leader could have been any more 
so. The Senator fram Indiana had an 
all but impossible task. 

Tiie manner in which the Western~ 
Republicans went along for Herbert 
Hoover during the 1928 Presiiential 
campaign may have encouraged the 
White House and the Republican cau- 
cus room to believe something like a 
cohesive; backing of the President might 
be possible.

The coalition thus was able to 
get involved so deeply in the work 
of rewriting the bill tnat the alignment 
seemed just to continue along natu- 
rally when consideration was begun of 
the schedules. 

Had it been the other way around 
the coalition undoubtedly would have 
gone on the rocks. Watson would 
have been able to arrange the neccs- 
sary trades to command a working ma- 
jority. By the time the Administrative 
sections could have been reached it 
would have been too late for any such 
get-together as now is breaking the 
hearts of the Old Guard leaders.

SABOTAGE IS THREATENED 


It is in his inability to compromise’ 


the differences among the conseryative 
Republicans on the Finance Commit- 
tee that the leadership of Senator Wat- 
son has come in for the most severe 
criticism, 


Although the votes on the floor have 
yet to disclose the true extent of the 
sharp personalities which were in- 
dulged in the secret sessions of the 
Finance Committee, Washington has 
been expecting them to crop out soon, 


Some of the disagreements among 
the Old Guard tariff framers were car- 
ried to such extremes that the Sena- 
tors involved do not now speak to one 
another in the Senate chamber. 


Moreover, they have not the slightest 
inclination to conceal their animosities 
nor to be reluctant about swearing 
sabotage on .the pet schedules of their 
fellow Old Guardsmen who voted 
against them in the committee-room. 


Senator Watson is held responsible

the sort. The contention is that if 
he could not take his conservatives 
into the tariff battle as a unit he had 
no chance under heaven of being able 
to work out an agreement with the 
Westerners.

There are, of course, hundreds of 
Europeans who lived in Palestine 
during the Turkish regime. What 
they have to say about conditions 
then and now is illuminating. In a 
general way it might be said the 
country was a wilderness. It took 
a company of Turkish Infantry three 
days to struggle along goat paths 
end rocky cliffs from Jaffa to Jerue- 
salem. To-day the traveler does it 
easily in an hour and a half along 
a gleaming smooth asphalt road, laid 
down during the time when Gen, 
Plumer was High Commissioner. Tel- 
Aviv, the Jewish city that has sprung 
up on the shore of the Mediterranean 
is bound to be linked scme day by a 
sea rond with Haifa and Carmel in 
the north.

Ten years ago no 
human being ever ventured further 
than a few h:ndred :aetres along the 
shore north of Jaffa.

Jerusalem, where I have been 
staying off and on for nearly five 
weeks, !s a city of temples and mon- 
asteries, cloisters and magnificent 
church properties. These were es- 
tablished long ago. A steady influx 
of tourists and the munificent gifts 
from the faithful all over the world 
have kept them in excellent repair. 
Their cool and comfortable chambers 
in a broiling climate are an aston- 
ishing revelation. The space that 
they afford is remarkable, not to 
speak of the thick, high walls, which 
generally surround these _ places, 
which render them virtual fortresses 
and harbors of security in times of 
stress. The Christians who built 
these places Knew that Moslem fa- 
naticism was capable of boiling over 
any time, and actually did on several 
occasions. It is difficult to say how 
painful it is to a Christian to find 
that none of these institutions 
opened its doors to the thousands of 
Jewish refugees. The refugees were 
crowded to suffocation. Conditions
